CAR DRIVERS MUST SAVE 

TIRE INSPECTION CERTIFICATES 

Save your tire-inspection records! 

Local War Price and Rationing 
Boards in southern California are find- 
ing many motorists misunderstood the 
OPA ruling that tire inspection is no 
longer necessary after April 20 to 
mean that they need noi keep the in- 
spection records they already had on 
hand. Those who did this found ithem- 
selves facing trouble in renewing gas 
rations or getting tire certificates for 
replacements. 

“While tire inspection on passenger 
car changes from a periodically re- 
quired action to a voluntary one, every 
motorist must save all of his tire in- 
spection certificates. Any request to 
renew gasoline rations must be accom- 
panied by all tire inspection records, 
and failure to present these will delay 
issuance of rations until these have 
been duplicated. 

“Similarly, whenever the owner of a 
passenger cor requests a certificate 
for a replacement tire, all old inspec- 
tion records must be presented, as well 
as a new notation from an authorized 
inspector showing that a new tire is 
needed immediatelly.” 

Transportation Dep't again warns 
you to apply for your renewal ration 
at least two weeks prior to the renew- 
able date. Don't expect overnight 
service from your Ration Board.
